the CSUS Library has already had 
$35,000 taken from its Operating 


expense fund and could pos 
$50,000 
for the purchase of new books

No such money has ever been 
deposited in a scholarship 
account at CSUS. However, Leese 
Said that the university made 
between $60 and $70 at the 1979 
auction and that money was given 
to ASI 

Willie Balagtas, ASI controller, 
Said to the best of his knowledge, 
no money was ever received by AS/ 
from Public Safety 

Leese could not supply the 
exact date of the auction nor the 
exact amount of money raised, nor 
could he recall what newspaper 
the auction was advertised in 

Leese cited another reason 
Public Safety has not had an auc- 
tion in four years is because the 
one in 1979 had such poor results 
Although the university made 


approximately $70, Leese said it 
cost him about $170 to put on the 
auction because he had to hire 
student assistants to conduct the 
auction.

Aithough CSUS has apparently 
violated state law by not auction- 
ing Off lost and found items, there 
appears to be no one in the chan- 
cellor’s office to force the university 
to have regular auctions 

According to Jackie Baird 
assistant administrative analyst in 
the Public Safety division of the 
chancellor's office, auctions of 
lost and found items are “a cam- 
pus issue and campus handied 
There is no reporting required 
here,” Baird said 


Although the universities are 
Supposed to contact the trustees 
about any auctions, Baird felt the 
trustees had more important 
things on their minds than to 
check and see which universities 
were and were not having auc- 
tions

said CalPIRG does not have a

ontrary to popular belief, the 
underground press is alive and 
well in Sacramento, flourishing in 
an atmosphere that ts decidedly 


not San Franciscan 

And itis this very cultural bias 
the myth that this area is barren of 
comparable artistic talent, that 
Neural impulse Publications pub- 

her and editor in chief Dave 
Boles would like to see changed 

Boles. a CSUS psychology 
major and co-founder of Sacra- 
mento s underground commen- 
tary, is nere to say that modern 
expressionist inspiration does not 
begin and end at the Golden Gate 
That indeed, there are neural 
impulses in River City 

Culled from various local poets 
writers and artists, Boles has 
assembled an impressive group 
ing of what this area has to offer in 
the form of the Neural Impulse 
publication, Primal Urge 

‘When you see Primal Urge 
your first impression is to say ‘That 
comes from San Francisco,’ " says 
Boles. “In a way, that flatters me 
because a lot of good poetry 
comes from San Francisco. Butin 
another way it upsets me. Why 
couldn't this area produce original 
poetry and visual art? Because | 
did it right here, not there.” 

Primal Urge, which has seen 
print in two different formats in 
two issues, is presently a slick 
booklet of modernistic, often 
highly visual presentations of 
familiar underground themes like 
war, society and violence. While 
Primal Urge may not be to the lik- 
ing of the many fans of Emily Dick- 
inson, it does prove that Sacra- 
mento has a fair share of talented 
artists 

According to Boles, the work is 
one of the few places, if not the 


~ acramento Writers

only piace, in Sacramento where 
aspiring and established poets can 
get a chance to see their work in 
print 

it was just such a lack of 
medium that prompted Boles and 
several of his friends to form Neu- 
ral Impulse Publications 

“The idea came about when a 
number of my friends and myself 
wanted new, fresh material from 
aniother source besides the Bay 
area,’ said Boles. ‘It just wasn't 
here, so we decided to print our 
own 

Discouraged by the lack of 
underground writings, and not 
impressed with the mainstream 
poetry available, Boles and the 
others decided to devote their time 
and talents in providing a profes- 
siona! outlet for their interests 

Much of the first material was 
from the founding members, but 
according to Boles, Neural 
Impulse Publications has suc-

Still, Boles continues searching 
for new talent and fresh material,

But 
the nice thing about creating 
something is sharing it, not keep- 
ing it hidaen and to yourself 

Boles says that he sees much 
talent at CSUS in particular, and 
many times that talent is never 
realized 

“The only way to express crea- 
tivity is to let it out” 

Boles encourages new writers 
and artists to submit their work to 
him. He says that they have a much 
better chance of having their 
material published than if the work 
was submitted to a Bay area 
publication 

According to Boles, the expan- 
sion of Sacramento artistic tastes 
is evident in the galleries that have 
recently sprung up in the area, but 
that Sacramento has along way to 
go in order to match the larger, 
more expressive strongholds of 
literature, poetry and art 

“Sacramento poetry is growing, 
bu’ it needs to grow even more, 
he says.

Sometimes you have to wonder. Why would the 
administration of a university interrupt the normal 
flow of a department, considered one of the best of its 
kind in the country, and remove about half of that 
departments strongest supporters, and then con- 
sider the act as promoting “harmony?” What would 
make them think they could get away with it? How far 
will they go to test i’s ability to recoup? 

The members of the CSUS women's studies 
department are old pros at regaining losses. From 
their beginnings 13 years ago they faced the philoso- 
phical differences between talented and opinionated 
faculty common to most academic fields. What they 
have faced that is different is the interference of out- 
side administrators, who have attempted to imple- 
ment “cures” for the program's problems. Those 
attempts have been dismal failures, resuiting in 
enormous losses 

The program is still reeling from the effects of one 
uch action taken two years ago. To understand what 
appened then and why it is taking the program so 
g to get over it, one must understand the opposing 
iosophies behind women's studies. That is where

restored to its once fine reputation with the loca 
business community, city and county officials ar 
with the public. Johns and, through him, CSUS nave 
received only favorable exposure in the loca! mediat 
whom he has remained easily accessible 

In discussing his tenure here, Jonns also por 
the expansion of high technology programs, whict 
he strongly favors, and the institution of a merit 
based promotion system, with which Long Beach off 
cials also credit him 

However, the Johns administration nas r 
without its problem areas Despite the merit pr 
on program, CSUS is marred by one of the highest 
grievance rates in the CSU system 

Only last week a federa! appeals court 
mento ruled against Johns in a grievance filed by two 
faculty members in another of Johns trouble spots 
The court, overruling a lower court decision, held 
women's studies board members can qualify for 
reduced teaching loads 

The Johns administration disbanded the women s 
studies board in 1981 over the objections of bott 
students and faculty, a move that is still criticized 11

looked by men or women on Campus 

Johns also has been less than accessibie to the 
campus community during the past five years Rarely 
has he spoken with students or granted interviews to 
the campus newspaper, although Jonns has always 
been available to the local media 

He also has rarely attended the presentations of 
visiting scholars at CSUS. appearing only last fall 
with KCRA-TV's Stan Atkinson 

Nonetheless, it would be unfair to remember only 
the weaknesses of the Johns administration He 
devoted much time and effort to restoring the campus 
reputation, cable television for the schoo! and the 
metropolitan area and high technology education 

With his background in educating the deaf, Jonns 
should be an enthusiastic and able leader for Gal 
laudet where we wish him well

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Bone Over Women's Studies 


been a force for the oppression of women, shouid the 
women's studies program work within the institution 
to understand the plight of women, or should it try to 
radically alter the inst:tution, in order to better the 
plight of women? 

Proponents of the first argument tend to be more 
theoretical in their approach to the program. They 
see the role of the university as that of opening ques- 
tions and promoting debate, rather than teaching one 
set of skills or beliefs. They seek to work within the 
existing framework of the institution, seeing that as 
the only way of dealing with women who have been 
victimized by the university. If another, more feminist 
institution is established, it wili still leave unsolved the 
problems of the women remaining within the univer- 
sity. In short, they want women’s studies to be aca- 
demically iegitimate. The emphasis of these theoret- 
cians is on women's history and culture 


On the other hand, a considerable number of 
department members support the latter position 
Women's studies, they feel, is by definition ferninist 
The program sprung up out of the feminist move- 
ment, and is there to deal directly with the oppression 
of women. it is therefore right and natural that 
women's studies would be activist in nature. Many of 
the traditions surrounding the university serve to sub- 
jugate women, they feel, and therefore women’s stu- 
dies should have no part in them. 

In the CSUS program, decisions are made 
between a governing board and a coordinaior. In 
other departments they are made by the department 
chair. Women's studies students are involved in the 
running of women's studies to a much greater degree 
than in most programs. Graduates of women's stu- 
dies, it is felt, should work actively on behalf of other 
women in the community. Indeed, many Sacramento 
services such as rape crisis centers and battered 
women's shelters report that much of their volunteer 
force comes from CSUS women's studies 


Both of these theories are wel! thought-out and 
legitimate. The disagreemenis which occurred 
among the faculty and students were over honest, 
serious differences in perspectives on the program 
They were not petty personality conflicts, as they 
would later be portrayed by some people who wished 
to trivialize the department.

the job 

Since then rumors have circu- 
lated that he was bitter about 
being passed over, but Johns 
denied that 

Jonns said he will leave here 
when the campus budget for next 
year is finalized, sometime in 
June 

A presidential search commit- 
tee, consisting of both campus 
and system representatives, will 
be appointed to conduct a nation- 
wide search for a replacement 
However, two other campus presi- 
dents will be selected before a 
CSUS appointment is made 

Chuck McFadden, CSUS press 
officer, said the trustees could 
gear up’ and fill the post by 
October 1, but Dean of Students 
Tim Comstock said it is more likely 
that the process will begin after the 
state budget is finalized in July 

Johns said presidential 
searches normally take about a 
year to complete. Sue Slaymaker, 
a CSUS geology professor who 
served on the committee that 
selected Johns five years ago, said 
unless the trustees already have a 
candidate in mind the search will 
take several months 

In the meanwhile, an interim 
president will be appointed by the 
chancellor and trustees. Early 
speculation from several campus 
officials indicated Sandra Bark- 


she added, however, “I think we 
would pledge our support and 
cooperation to anyone who comes 
in to be president and | trust the 
campus would too.” 








Charlies Davis, spokesman for 
Chancellor W. Ann Reynolds, said 
the process cannot begin until 
campus committee members are 
elected, while several campus 
Officials said they are awaiting 
instruct from Long Beach 

Guidelines for selecting cam- 
pus presidents were adopted by 
the trustees in 1980. Final respon- 
sibility for making the choice rests 
with the board, but a 13-member 
panel will first conduct what Johns 
called the “ritualistic nationwide 
search.” 

The committee consists of: four 
trustees and the chancellor, three 
faculty members, one student, one 
alumnus, one staff member and 
one advisory board member, all 
from the affected campus and the 
president of another campus 

The panel determines the crite- 
ria for selecting candidates and 
conducts interviews with the can- 
didates in order to select a min- 
imum of three finalists 

Only the four trustees and the 
chancellor are allowed to vote on 
committee matters 

Although the fuli Board of 
Trustees is not bound by the 
search committee's recommenda- 
tions, Slaymaker noted the board 
is unlikely to overrule a decision 
made by its own members
